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SECOND  REPORT. 


The  proceedings  of  the  Committee,  during  the  past  year,  tend  to  shew 
the  importance  of  the  objects  which  the  Association  has  in  view.  It 
cannot,  of  course,  be  expected  that  any  human  agency  whatever  can 
at  once  reduce  to  order  the  chaos  of  ignorance  wdiich,  in  respect  to 
Sanitary  matters,  generally  prevails ;  nor  that  in  the  space  of  two 
years,  this  Association  can  have  made  any  great  progress  in  the 
vast  field  of  labour  upon  which  it  has  entered ;  nevertheless,  the 
Committee  have  confidence  that  the  Report,  they  now  present,  will 
afford  the  subscribers  satisfaction. 

The  present  is  a  favourable  period  for  impressing  the  public  mind 
with  the  importance  of  attending  to  Sanitary  regulations.  The 
afflicting  visitation  of  Cholera,  which,  in  the  dispensation  of  Provi¬ 
dence,  has  in  so  severe  a  type  presented  itself  in  the  Metropolis 
and  other  parts  of  the  country,  has  convinced  the  people  generally 
that  more  attention  than  hitherto  must  be  paid  to  Sanitary  considera¬ 
tions.  The  efforts  of  the  Central  and  Local  Boards  of  Health  have 
likewise  tended  to  promote  the  same  object;  and  in  this  locality, 
where  works  of  so  vast  magnitude,  as  those  which  relate  to  the  Water- 
supply  and  Drainage,  have  been  accomplished,  it  may  reasonably  be 
expected,  both  on  the  part  of  the  Authorities  who  have  displayed  this 
intelligent  appreciation  of  duty,  and  of  the  Community  by  whom 
the  Authorities  have  been  supported,  that  they  are,  in  a  great  degree, 
prepared  to  adopt  those  further  Improvements  which,  notwithstanding 
all  that  has  been,  done,  are  still  necessary. 
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In  presenting  a  brief  detail  of  their  proceedings,  the  Committee 
desire  to  state 

I. — Their  Position  in  Relation  to  the  Municipal  and  other 

Authorities. 

It  is  one  of  the  fundamental  rules  of  the  Association  “  to 
induce  general  cooperation  with  Constituted  Authorities and 
this  rule  the  Committee  have  been  most  careful  to  observe.  During 
the  past  year,  they  have  had  several  opportunities  of  expressing 
their  opinion  to  the  Municipal  and  other  Authorities  in  respect  to 
Sanitary  matters,  and  while  in  some  instances  they  have  had  the 
satisfaction  of  seeing  their  suggestions  adopted,  they  have,  in  all, 
had  them  courteously  received. 

(1.)— Manchester  Town  Council. 

In  communicating  with  the  Municipal  Authorities  of  Manchester, 
Messrs.  Aldermen  Slater  and  Pilling ,  and  Mr.  Councillor  Thackray 
were  appointed  to  confer  with  deputations  from  the  Committee ;  and 
at  the  interviews,  which  have  taken  place,  the  Mayor  and  the  Town 
Clerk  have  also  been  present.  (116.*) 

The  subjects  on  which  communications  have  been  made,  either  by 
personal  interviews  or  written  communications,  are  the  following : — 

1.  The  mode  in  which  the  reports  of  Nuisances  should  be  presented 
from  the  District  Committees. — In  respect  to  which  it  was  arranged  that 
Mr.  Royston,  one  of  the  Honorary  Secretaries ,  should  forward  them  to 
the  Town  Clerk,  who  undertook  to  bring  them  under  the  notice  of 
the  proper  Municipal  Committee.  (123.)  Many  of  the  nuisances  thus 
reported  have  been  removed  or  abated.  (119.) 

2.  The  state  of  the  Nightsoil  Depot  in  Water-street. — At  a  con¬ 

ference  on  this  subject,  explanations  were  given  to  the  deputation,  in 
which  an  earnest  desire  was  shown  by  the  Authorities  to  mitigate, 
and,  if  possible,  remove  the  evil ;  and  assurances  were  given  to  that 
effect  in  a  letter  from  the  Town  Clerk,  which  was  published  in  the 
local  newspapers,  April  3,  1854.  (171-5.)

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3.  The  apparent  want  of  System  in  emptying  ash-pits ; — the  whole 
not  being  emptied  in  succession  in  the  several  localities,  and  many 
remaining  unemptied  in  consequence  of  notice  not  being  given  to  the 
proper  officer  by  the  inhabitants. — As  respects  the  latter  point,  the 
Committee  were  informed  that,  in  a  considerable  number  of  cases,  the 
notice  is  not  required.  (134.) 

4.  The  plan  adopted  in  arching  over  a  portion  of  the  river 
MedlocJc,  near  Hulme-street. — To  that  plan  the  Committee  conceived 
there  were  several  objections,  and  they  accordingly  presented  a 
memorial  on  the  subject;  (Appendix  A.)  but  the  Improvement 
Committee  deemed  it  inexpedient  to  make  any  alteration.  (204-9.) 

5.  Some  Property  belonging  to  the  Corporation,  in  the  vicinity  of 
Messrs.  Penny  and  Wood’s  Mill,  in  Gaythorn; — which  was  considered 
by  those  gentlemen  to  be  in  a  most  offensive  state. — On  the  represen¬ 
tation  of  the  matter  to  the  Municipal  Authorities,  by  this  Committee, 
the  nuisance  was  wholly  abated;  the  property  having  been  sold,  and 
the  materials  removed.  (215.) 

The  Committee  are  under  much  obligation  to  those  Members  of  the 
Town  Council,  who  were  appointed  to  confer  with  them,  for  the  facilities 
afforded  the  Sub-Committee  on  Disinfection  for  making  experiments  in 
the  Town’s  Yard ;  and  to  the  Municipal  Committee  of  Chorlton,  for  the 
gratuitous  use  of  the  Town  Hall  upon  several  occasions;  (216.)  and 
to  the  following  Members  of  the  Town  Council  for  presiding  at  the 
delivery  of  Lectures  in  various  parts  of  the  City  : — Messrs.  Aldermen 
Bancroft,  Heywood,  Neild,  Shawcross,  Slater ,  Walker,  and  Watkins ; 
and  Messrs.  Councillors  Clark,  Fildes,  Gibson,  J.  Lamb,  Parnell, 
Shaw,  Thackray,  Warburton,  T.  L.  Williams,  and  Worthington. 

(2.) — Salford  Town  Council. 

Several  members  of  this  Council  are  also  members  of  the  Com¬ 
mittee  of  the  Association,  and  hence  there  is  the  readiest  possible 
mode  of  communication  between  the  two  bodies. 

1.  The  reports  of  the  Nuisances  made  by  the  District  Committee 
have  occasionally  been  forwarded  by  Mr.  Ptoyston,  (as  requested  by 
the  Town  Clerk,)  to  the  Chairman  of  the  Sanitary  Committee  of  the 
Corporation ;  but,  in  most  instances,  the  District  Committee  have 
themselves  had  a  direct  channel  for  making  the  communications. 
(123.) 
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2.  In  respect  to  this  District,  the  Central  Committee  have  hitherto 
not  had  occasion  to  communicate  directly  with  the  municipal  autho¬ 
rities.  The  reports  of  the  District  Committee  have  received  prompt 
attention,  and,  in  many  cases,  the  nuisances  complained  of  have  been 
either  removed  or  abated.  (218.) 

The  Committee  desire  to  record  their  obligation  to  the  Council  of 
the  Borough  for  the  gratuitous  use  of  the  Town  Hall  upon  several 
occasions,  (218)  and  to  the  following  gentlemen  for  presiding  at  the 
lectures : — -The  worshipful  the  Mayor ;  Messrs.  Aldermen  Harvey, 
Pearson,  and  Radford;  and  Messrs.  Councillors  Cawley,  Davies, 
Horrocks,  Pellett,  and  Sankey . 

(3.)— Guardians  of  the  Poor. 

The  appearance  of  the  Cholera  in  many  parts  of  the  country 
induced  the  Committee  to  bring  again  under  the  notice  of  the  Guardians 
of  the  Poor  in  Manchester,  Salford,  and  Chorlton,  the  Ptecommend- 
ations  adopted,  in  1853,  by  a  large  number  of  the  Medical  Profession; 
and  to  urge  on  their  consideration  the  necessity  of  an  immediate 
house-to-house  visitation,  in  the  districts  where  cholera  formerly  pre¬ 
vailed.  (176,  192.)  The  Committee  regret,  however,  that  such 
visitation,  has  not  been  commenced ;  and  the  more  so,  because  they 
regard  it  as  specially  important  at  the  present  time. 

(4.)— -Government  Authorities. 

1.  Viscount  Palmerston ,  the  Home  Secretary,  introduced  into 
Parliament,  during  the  last  Session,  amended  Bills  for  promoting 
the  Public  Health.  This  Committee  availed  themselves  of  an  oppor¬ 
tunity  to  offer  his  lordship  some  suggestions  on  the  subject,  which 
were  very  favourably  received. 

2.  One  of  the  Provisions  which  the  Committee  recommended  to 
Lord  Palmerston  related  to  the  adoption  of  means  for  registering  the 
localities  in  which  preventible  diseases  frequently  occur.  The 
course  of  inquiry  recently  instituted  by  Sir  B.  Hall,  Bart.,  the 
President  of  the  General  Board  of  Health,  being  in  the  direction 
of  that  recommendation,  the  Committee  forwarded  him  a  copy, 
(Appendix  B.)  which  he  acknowledged  with  thanks.  (142.) 
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II. — Operation  of  District  Committees. 

The  zealous  assistance  of  the  District  Committees  is  of  essential 
importance  for  carrying  into  effect  that  fundamental  object  of  the 
Association — District  Visitation.  It  is  therefore  gratifying  to  the 
Central  Committee  to  record  the  many  instances  of  zeal  and  earnest¬ 
ness  evinced  by  those  Committees. 

1 .  Several  of  the  Committees  have,  with  much  success,  held  Public 
Meetings  in  their  own  localities,  bringing  under  the  notice  of  the 
inhabitants  the  importance  of  cooperating  with  the  Association.  In 
this  respect,  the  Committees  for  the  Ancoats ,  Chorlton,  and  London- 
road  districts  may  be  mentioned.  (119.) 

2.  Reports  on  the  Sanitary  Condition  of  the  several  Localities  have 
been  presented  by  the  District  Committees  to  the  Central  Committee ; 
and  led  to  discussions  of  much  practical  importance.  (122.) 

3.  Such  Reports  tend  to  show  the  necessity  of  obtaining  a  more 
correct  and  better  classified  knowledge  of  Local  Sanitary  Defects  than 
is  yet  possessed,  either  by  the  Committee  or  the  Public  Authorities* 
(13S.) 

4.  The  great  extent  of  the  Chorlton  and  Hulme  district  has  led 
to  its  sub-division;  and  Hulme  has  been  formed  into  a  separate 
district.  (207.) 

5.  The  important  services  already  rendered  by  the  District  Com¬ 
mittees  have  suggested  the  propriety  of  endeavouringffo  promote  their 
increased  usefulness ;  and  a  Sub-Committee,  composed  of  the  Chair¬ 
men  and  Secretaries  of  the  Committees,  has  been  appointed  on  that 
subject.  (217.) 

6.  For  facilitating  the  immediate  removal  of  Nuisances  when 
requisite,  Forms  of  Notice  have  been  supplied  to  the  District  Com¬ 
mittees;  which  individuals  may  fill  up  and  forward  to  the  Authorities. 
(125,  216.) 

7.  Application  to  the  Working  Classes  themselves  has  been  made’ 
through  their  Employers,  in  several  instances  with  success,  to  induce 
them  to  cooperate  with  District  Committees  in  their  own  localities. 
Their  interest  in  this  department  is  of  great  importance,  and  the 
Central  Committee  are  anxious  that  it  should  be  encouraged. 
(116,  132.) 

B 
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III. — Public  mid  Home  Instruction  of  the  People . 

Next  in  importance  to  ascertaining  the  habits  of  the  people  them¬ 
selves,  and  the  condition  of  their  dwellings,  is  the  diffusion  of 
instruction  for  promoting  their  improvement.  The  lamentable  im¬ 
pediments,  which  a  filthy  and  degraded  Home  opposes  to  all  Social 
elevation  and  to  the  beneficial  effects  of  Religion  and  Education,  have 
commended  this  branch  of  the  Society’s  operations  to  the  most  serious 
attention  of  the  Committee ;  and  the  assistance  which  they  have 
derived  from  various  sources  in  relation  to  this  subject,  demands 
their  public  acknowledgment. 

1.  The  Committee,  on  the  first  reports  of  Cholera  in  this 
country,  availing  themselves  of  the  kind  aid  of  the  Editors  of  the 
local  Newspapers,  called  the  attention  of  the  Occupiers  of  “  many 
offices  and  warehouses,  where  the  employment  is  necessarily  of  a 
confined  and  sedentary  character,”  to  the  fact  that  in  such  places 
“less  attention  frequently  appears  to  be  given  to  the  removal  of 
refuse,  the  state  of  the  cess-pools,  &c.,  and  the  cleaning  of  walls,  than 
a  due  regard  to  sanitary  considerations  renders  necessary.”  And 
they  strongly  urged,  in  such  cases,  a  recourse  to  “  the  whole¬ 
some  practice  of  white-washing.”  (192,  196.) 

2.  To  enable  the  very  poorest  classes  to  white-wash  their  rooms  in 
the  most  effectual  and  economical  manner,  a  series  of  plain  Direc¬ 
tions  have  been  issued,  in  the  form  of  a  small  placard,  and  printed  on 
card-board,  to  be  placed  in  shop  windows.  The  Committee  have 
been  aided  in  the  distribution  of  these  by  the  Municipal  officers  both 
in  Manchester  and  Salford,  and  by  the  District  Committees.  (196.) 

3.  The  following  Lectures  were  delivered  between  November  and 
April  last ;  and  the  Committee  desire  to  acknowledge  their  obligation 
to  the  gentlemen  by  whom  they  were  given.  The  attendance  of  the 
working  classes  at  all  the  Lectures  was  very  numerous,  and  the 
interest  they  manifested  in  them  exceedingly  gratifying.  (1 19,  128.)

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4.  A  series  of  Lectures  has  been  commenced  upon  the  Sanitary 
Condition  of  various  districts  of  Manchester  and  Salford.  Those  by 
Mr.  Turner,  Mr.  Hatton,  Mr.  Richmond,  Mr.  Holden,  and  Mr. 
Royston,  were  of  this  character,  and  contained  most  useful  information. 
Mr.  Hattons  Lecture,  which  was  the  first  of  the  course,  was  pub¬ 
lished  by  subscription.  (126.)  (176.) 

5.  The  Committee  have  been  enabled,  by  a  liberal  donation  of 
£100.,  given  for  the  purpose  by  Arthur  Heywood,  Esq.,  to  commence 
the  issue  of  Tracts ;  and  in  expressing  their  highest  appreciation 
of  such  liberality,  they  think  it  right  to  call  attention  to  the  fact, 
that  without  such  assistance,  the  Tracts  could  not  have  been  issued.

8.  Among  other  instances  of  individual  liberality  for  diffusing 
instruction  among  the  people,  the  Committee  have  to  record  the 
publication,  by  Malcolm  Ross,  Esq.,  (on  his  own  responsibility,)  of  a 
Sermon,  preached  by  the  Rev.  C.  Richson,  M.A.,  Chairman  of  the 
Committee,  with  Notes,  by  Dr.  Sutherland,  of  the  General  Board  of 
Health,  London.  The  design  of  this  publication  is  to  insist  on  the 
religious  obligation  of  Sanitary  Laws ;  and  to  show  that  the  observance 
of  the  Sanitary  Code,  which  Holy  Scripture  prescribes,  will  ward 
off  preventible  diseases  from  Christians,  as  well  as  Jews.  The  selling 
price  is  6d. ;  and  any  profits  on  the  sale  would  be  applied  to  the 
funds  of  the  Association. 

9.  With  the  view  to  encourage  the  Working  Classes,  in  directing 
attention  to  the  condition  of  their  own  homes,  the  Committee  were 
enabled,  by  the  liberality  of  Thos.  Turner,  Esq.,  and  E.  Reuss,  Esq., 
(each  of  whom  placed  three  guineas  at  their  disposal  for  the  pur¬ 
pose)  to  offer  three  Prizes  of  3  guineas,  2  guineas,  and  1  guinea 
respectively,  for  the  best  short  Essays  “  On  the  Home  Habits  of  the 
Working  Classes,  and  the  Means  of  their  Improvement ,”  to  be  written 
by  Working  Men.  (135.) 

These  Prizes  have  been  awarded  as  follows  : — (194.) 

First  Prize. — John  Marshall,  Warehouseman,  Dove-street, 
York. 

Second  Prize. — Charles  Iladfield,  Painter,  Booth-street  West, 
Hulme. 

Third  Prize. — Thomas  Robinson,  Jun.,  Packer,  Little  Green- 
place,  Collvhurst. 

10.  Among  other  facilities  for  bringing  the  Recommendations  and 
Notices  issued  by  the  Association  under  the  attention  of  the  Working 
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Classes,  the  Committee  have  to  acknowledge  the  kind  co-operation  of 
many  Proprietors  of  Works,  who  have  promised  to  place  such  papers 
in  the  lobbies  and  other  conspicuous  parts  of  their  premises.  (123-4.) 

1 1 .  For  diffusing  a  knowledge  of  enactments  which  relate  to  the 
protection  of  the  Public  Health,  the  Committee  have  caused  a  Table 
to  be  published  (149)  containing  the  names  of  Acts  bearing  upon  the 
subject,  with  the  references  to  particular  Clauses,  on  which  informa¬ 
tion  is  most  frequently  desired. — (Appendix  C.) 

12.  The  Committee  desire  to  express  their  obligation  to  the 
Newspaper  Press  of  this  district,  for  publishing  from  time  to  time 
the  statements  of  their  proceedings,  and  the  abstracts  of  Lectures, 
and  for  bringing  under  public  notice  the  various  documents  they 
have  issued. 


IV. — Scientific  and  other  Investigations. 

The  office  of  an  Instructor  can  be  properly  performed  only  by  those 
who  are  careful  to  acquire  correct  knowledge  of  the  subjects  they 
attempt  to  teach.  The  force  of  this  truism,  the  Committee  strongly 
feel.  Great  progress  has  already  been  made  in  the  wide  field  of 
investigation  which  pertains  to  Sanitary  Science ;  but  the  agencies 
which  affect  the  Public  and  Individual  Health  are  so  various,  that 
what  has  been  done  in  this  respect  appears  almost  as  nothing  in 
comparison  with  what  remains  to  be  accomplished.  The  Committee 
have  therefore  endeavoured  to  secure  the  cooperation  of  persons 
qualified  to  contribute  towards  the  development  of  this  important 
Science,  and  have  entered  upon  Investigations  from  which  they 
expect  to  derive  some  practical  results. 

1.  Sub-Committees  have  been  formed  for  reporting  on  the  following 
subjects,  which  are  at  present  under  deliberation : — 

i.  Cottage  building ;  Ventilation  generally ;  and  the  application 

of  Effluvia  Traps.  (110,  114,  127,  135.) 

ii.  Agencies  to  be  employed  for  Disinfection.  (HO.) 

2.  A  Sub-Committee  on  Food  has  been  appointed,  with  instruc¬ 
tions  to  recommend  any  improvements  which  may  be  made  in  the 
food  of  the  Working  Classes,  both  in  respect  to  economy  and  nutri¬ 
ment.  In  the  preliminary  inquiries,  this  Sub-Committee  received 
great  assistance  from  the  City  Missionaries.  They  have  already  pre- 
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sented  their  first  Report ;  and  when  the  second  is  completed,  it  will 
be  published  in  the  form  of  a  tract.  (114,  217.) 

3.  Reference  was  made  in  the  First  Annual  Report  (p.  9.)  to 
inquiries  relating  to  the  Levels  of  Livers  and  Canals  in  this  district ; 
hut  further  investigations  have  been  rendered  unnecessary  by  a 
valuable  present  to  the  Association,  made  by  Arthur  Heywood,  Esq., 
of  a  complete  copy  of  the  large  Ordnance  Map  of  Manchester  and 
Salford,  in  which  the  water-levels  are  very  numerously  inserted. 
(Ill,  118.) 

4.  An  inquiry  into  the  causes  which  induce  the  Localization  of 
Preventible  Diseases  in  Manchester  and  Salford  (first  Leport,  p.  9.) 
is  now  in  progress.  Permission  was  obtained  from  the  Registrar- 
General  and  the  Superintendent  Registrars  to  make  the  necessary 
copies  of  deaths ;  and  at  the  commencement  of  the  new  year,  the 
Honorary  Secretaries  expect  to  be  able  to  present  a  Report  upon  this 
subject.  (117,  182,  184.) 

5.  The  outbreak  of  Cholera  at  Leeds  having  led  to  the  con¬ 
clusion  that  it  was  induced  by  some  special  local  cause,  the  Committee 
obtained  from  the  General  Board  of  Health  a  copy  of  the  official 
Report  upon  that  subject.  The  points  to  which  that  Report  drew 
special  attention  as  apparently  the  Localizing  Causes  of  the  outbreak, 
were — first,  its  contiguity  to  the  town  manure  depot ;  secondly,  the 
filthy  state  of  the  river  Aire,  on  the  banks  of  which  the  outbreak 
occurred ;  thirdly,  the  use  of  water  from  a  sulphureous  spring, 
many  of  the  people  at  work  also  standing  over  its  vapour  when  it  was 
warm;  fourthly,  the  ill  construction  of  the  drains;  special  objection 
being  made  to  the  angles  at  the  points  of  junction ;  and  fifthly,  want 
of  sufficient  ventilation.  (153 — 170.) 

6.  Through  the  kindness  of  Mr.  Calvert  the  Committee  have 
been  favoured  with  a  communication  from  Mons.  Trebuchet,  Secretary 
of  the  Council  of  Public  Hygiene  and  of  Health,  of  the  Department 
of  the  Seine,  on  the  method  employed  in  Paris  for  the  disenfection  of 
faecal  matters.  The  paper  was  obligingly  translated  into  English  for 
publication  in  the  local  newspapers,  by  W.  F.  Leuss,  Esq.  (184.) 

7.  A  Sub-Committee  has  under  consideration  the  means  to  be 
adopted  for  rendering  the  waters  of  the  Medlock  and  other  Sewer- 
rivers  of  this  district  less  objectionable,  in  a  Sanitary  point  of  view, 
than  they  are  at  present.  A  valuable  Report  on  the  analysis  of  the

deposits  in  the  Medlock,  and  the  amount  of  organic  matter  in  the 
stream,  has  been  presented  to  the  Committee  by  Mr.  Calvert;  who 
has  also  proposed  a  method  for  precipitating  the  organic  matter. 
The  various  questions  arising  out  of  Mr.  Calvert's  proposition  are 
receiving  due  attention;  and  the  Sub-Committee  expect,  in  a  short 
time,  to  be  able  to  present  a  report  upon  the  subject.  (210.) 

8.  The  Committee  have  much  pleasure  in  stating  that  John 
Fernley ,  Esq.,  has  placed  at  their  disposal  £5.  to  be  applied  as  a 
prize  for  any  subject  at  their  discretion ;  and  also  that  II.  W. 
Ledward ,  Esq.,  M.R.  C.S.,  has  consented  to  act  as  an  additional 
Honorary  Secretary.  (Ill,  216.) 

In  conclusion,  the  Committee  would  observe,  with  respect  to  the 
investigations  and  inquiries  to  which  they  have  just  referred,  that  it 
is  by  mailing  such  judiciously,  and  acting  in  harmony,  on  the  one 
hand,  with  the  District  Committees,  and  on  the  other,  with  the  Local 
Authorities,  that  they  can  most  effectually  diffuse  the  knowledge  of 
Sanitary  Laws.  It  is  not  the  function  of  any  Executive  body  to  act 
upon  suggestions  for  improvements,  which  involve  the  outlay  of 
public  money,  before  they  have  been  discussed  in  all  their  bearings ; 
nevertheless,  as  the  origin  of  almost  all  great  works  must  be  referred 
to  individuals,  though  carried  into  effect  by  the  public  Authorities, 
an  Association  like  the  present  may  render  important  service,  by 
bringing  under  public  consideration  many  Sanitary  improvements, 
which,  without  their  assistance,  might  remain  unnoticed. 

At  the  same  time  it  must  be  remembered,  that  the  usefulness  of 
the  Association  must  be  diminished,  in  proportion  as  it  is  denied  an 
adequate  supply  of  funds.  Large  resources  are  -not  required :  an 
addition  of  T150.  a-year  to  their  present  income  is  all  the  Committee 
consider  necessary.  The  account  they  have  now  rendered  of  the  duties 
which  they  have  performed,  will,  they  trust,  merit  the  approbation  of 
the  friends  of  Sanitary  progress ;  and  under  such  circumstances, 
they  ask  those  who  have  pecuniary  means,  to  give  them  that  timely  aid 
which  they  require, — that  the  present  Association,  under  Providence, 
may  become  an  effectual  means  for  promoting  Sanitary  improvement 
in  Manchester  and  Salford.

COPY  OF  MEMORIAL  RESPECTING  THE  RIVER  MEDLOCK. 


To  the  Worshipful  the  Mayor  of  Manchester ,  and  the  Town  Council  of 

Manchester . 

Tlie  Memorial  of  the  Committee  of  the  Manchester  and  Salford  Sanitary 
Association, 

Respectfully  sheweth , — ■ 

That  your  Memorialists  are  informed,  that  under  the  authority  of  the 
Town  Council,  the  course  of  that  portion  of  the  river  Medlock  which  extends 
from  Oxford  road  to  Messrs.  Birley’s  Mill,  is  intended  to  he  arched  over,  and 
a  new  street  formed  in  the  neighbourhood. 

That  your  Memorialists  are  also  informed,  that  in  effecting  these  alterations 
it  is  intended  to  reduce  the  irregularity  of  the  course  of  the  river,  and  to 
make  the  channel  of  uniform  width ;  and  that  the  side  walls  are  to  he  con¬ 
structed  in  a  series  of  straight  lines,  forming  angles  at  certain  bends  of  the 
river. 

That  your  Memorialists  are  further  informed,  that  there  is  no  intention  to 
introduce  a  permanent  improvement  in  the  bed  of  the  river,  nor  to  interfere 
with  the  wTeir  near  Messrs.  Birley’s  mill,  which,  as  your  Memorialists  believe, 
occasions  a  serious  and  unwholesome  stoppage  of  the  solid  refuse  brought 
down  by  the  river. 

That  your  Memorialists  deem  it  important  that  in  any  projected  improve¬ 
ment  of  the  sewer  rivers  of  the  district,  due  regard  should  be  had  to  sanitary 
considerations,  and  that  any  necessary  outlay  for  such  purpose  ought  not  to 
be  placed  in  comparison  with  the  health  of  the  inhabitants. 

That  your  Memorialists  are  of  opinion,  that  the  plan  now  proposed  in 
respect  to  the  river  Medlock  may  be  greatly  improved ;  and  they  therefore 
respectfully  recommend  that  the  following  suggestions  may  receive  your  due 
consideration,  that  is  to  say — 

1st. — That  the  course  of  the  river  Medlock  should  be  made  to  approximate 
as  nearly  as  possible  to  a  straight  line. 

2nd. — That  all  angles  in  the  side  walls  should  be  avoided,  as  facilitating 
the  accumulation  of  injurious  solid  matter,  and  that  curved  lines 
should  be  substituted. 

3rd. — That  the  bed  of  the  river  should  be  paved,  with  either  a  curved  or 
straight  dip  towards  the  centre. 

4th. — That  to  avoid  the  excessive  discharge  of  mephitic  gases  at  the 
extremities  of  the  arched  course,  ventilating  shafts  should  be 
connected  with  some  of  the  high  chimneys  or  furnaces  in  the 
neighbourhood. 

5th. — That  the  weir  at  Messrs.  Birley’s  mill  should  either  be  removed  or 
be  so  constructed  as  to  facilitate  the  cleansing  of  the  bottom  of 
the  river. 

In  conclusion,  your  Memorialists  avail  themselves  of  this  opportunity  to 
suggest,  that  the  river  Medlock  should  be  considered  by  you,  through  its 
whole  course,  as  a  main  sewer,  and  dealt  with  accordingly.

EXTRACT  FROM  RECOMMENDATIONS  TRANSMITTED  TO 
VISCOUNT  PALMERSTON,  March ,  1854. 


II. — To  Facilitate  Inquiries  into  the  Localization  of  Disease ,  and  to  aid 
in  the  Investigation  of  its  Loeal  Cause. 

That  every  Board  of  Guardians,  or  Overseers  of  the  Poor  where  there  are 
no  Guardians,  shall,  within  sixty  days  after  the  expiration  of  each  Registration 
Quarter,  make,  or  cause  to  be  made,  a  list  of  deaths  within  the  Townships, 
Parishes,  or  places  for  which  they  shall  have  been  appointed,  caused  by 
cholera,  diarrbsea,  fever,  scarlatina,  or  any  other  disease  or  disorder  which 
the  General  Board  of  Health  may  from  time  to  time  specify ;  and  such  list 
shall  contain  the  names  of  the  streets  and  numbers  of  the  houses  wherein 
such  deaths  have  occurred ;  and  in  the  case  of  persons  dying  in  Hospitals, 
Work-houses,  or  Fever- wards,  the  names  of  the  streets  and  numbers  of  the 
houses  from  whence  such  persons  were  removed. 

And  every  Board  of  Guardians,  or  Overseers  of  the  Poor  shall  also,  at  the 
like  times,  make  or  cause  to  be  made,  a  list  of  all  persons  discharged  as 
cured  by  any  of  their  medical  officers,  from  the  same  diseases  or  disorders, 
and  shall,  in  like  manner,  specify  the  names  of  the  streets  and  numbers  of 
the  houses  wherin  such  persons  had  been  cured ;  or  in  the  case  of  persons 
so  cured  in  Hospitals,  Work-houses,  and  Fever-wards,  of  the  house  from 
whence  they  had  been  removed. 

And  such  list  shall,  within  sixty  days  after  the  expiration  of  each  Registra¬ 
tion  Quarter,  be  forwarded  in  the  several  districts  to  the  Inspector  acting 
therein  under  the  authority  of  the  General  Board  of  Health.
